MORRISVILLE, Sept. 27 — The 
corner-stone* laying exercises of the 
Firat Presbyterian Church will take 
place here Sunday.

This is the first unit of a large 
program that will eventually cost 
upwards of a million dollars. The 
church, now under construction 
on the old Burgess homestead at 
771 North Pennsylvania Avenue. 
will include the worship center 
and the Fellowship Hall. 
The church will seat SOO per­ 
sons. 'Hie hall will have a stage 
al one end for plays and minstrels 
and .the other will be used as a 
kitchen. The home formerly oc- 
cupied by the family of Mayor 
Burgess will be used for educa­ 
tional purposes and administra­ 
tive offices. The offices will be 
located on the north side of the 
second floor and the large frame 
dwelling will also house much or 
the Sunday School. 
Hood maintains offices in Pitts- 
burgh and is the father of two 
children. 
He attended (Julesburg 
schools in Illinois and was grad­ 
uated from the University of Illin­ 
ois with a degree in electrical en­ 
gineering. He served in the U. S. 
Army overseas during the first 
World War. 
On January I. 1950. Hood b**- 
came president of Carnegie—Illin­ 
ois. He also was a director and u 
member of the exec utive committee 
of the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion of Delaware. When these* two 
companies with two companies with 
two other U. 8. Steel subsidiaries 
were brought into a single com­ 
pany, the U. S. Steel Corporation, on 
January I. lf'il, Hewed became exec­ 
utive vice president of operations 
and a director.

Mayor Burgess, representatives of 
the steel mill and other industries, 
and representatives of Presbytery, 
including Dr. William K. Wefer, 
executive secretary. 
Russell R. Willoughby, chairman 


of the Building Committee, said It 
Is hoped to move into the new 
church by Easter. 
The present 
church and 
grounds on 
Union 
Street are now for sale. The new 
construction will cost about $251,- 
000. 
The pastor, the Rev. Clifford G. 
Pollock,

conV**Katlon 
eagerly awaits entrance into the 
new church. 
“In view of the vast develop­ 
ment in this area, we hope to be 
able to care for spiritually the 
needs of our present members 
and those who come to our section 
through their association with in­ 
dustries locating in the area," he 
said. 
A memorial program will soon 
be launched whereby members and 


friends of the church may give cer­ 
tain memorials so as to furnish 
the church.
